Packer Declares His Concern’s 
Profits Normal. 


Denies Collusion Between the 
Five Big Companies.

The afternoon session was devoted 
entirely to the questioning ot Ar 
mour by mem of the committee. 

“How far are the ‘ramifications 
of the meat packers to extend?” 
asked Chairman Sime referring to 
criticism by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission of the entrance of the pack- 
ers into trade apparently unrelated 
to the killing of meat animals. “If 
you can tan leather, why can’t you 
manufacture shoes, especially as you 
control such quantities of hides? 
And Why can’t you retail those 
shoes to the public? If you can 
make lard compound from cotton- 

d. why can’t you go into the bud 
ness of raising cotton and of spin- 
ning the staple?” 

“Theoretically you are right, prac- 
tieally you are wrong, in assuming 
that we can do all these things,“ the 
witness replied.

fore the House Committee on Post- 
offices when the Moon bill was up 
for hearing. This would give the 
Postmaster-General permanent con- 
trol of all wire communication. 

President Elmauist of the National 
Association of State Railroad Com- 
missions, representing Midwest and 
Western States, among them Call- 
fornia and Oregon, read many pro- 
tests against continued control. 
Nearly all protested against in- 
creased rates and complained of im- 
paired service and decreasing morale 
among employees. 

The Merchant Marine Committee 
of the House has decided unani- 
mously against Secretary Daniels in 
his pleas for government ownership 
of the radio systems of the country. 
In addition to this the Republican 
caucus tonight decided upon a policy 
of returning the rallroads to private 
ownership and operation within «a 
reasonable time, the restoration of 
the wires to their owners and in gen- 
eral to call a halt to the paternalistic 
policy of the government. 

TO INCREASE RATES. 

Edward Reynolds of New York. 
who recently was relieved of dutie⸗ 
as vice-president and general man- 
ager of the Postal Telegraph-Cable 
Company by Postmaster Burleson, 
told the House Postoffice Commit- 
tee today that the only excuse for 
the government retaining control 
over telephone and telegraph com- 
panies was “to increase telephone 
rates and to finance crippled tele- 
phone companies.” 

Mr. Reynolds appeared to oppose 
the administration measure contem- 
plating extension of the period of 
control and possible government 
purchase of the wires. Protests 
against the legislation also were filed 
with the committee for several State 
utilities committees, and by F. W. 
Putnam, a member of the Minnesota 
com mission. 

Reynolds said that “to utilize the 
government control for increasing 
telephone rates as is now being done 
by the Postmaster-General, is as- 
suming authority that Congress did 
not confer upon the Postmaster- 
General,” and declared that efforts 
now afe being made to increase tele- 
graph charges. 

BLOCKS RATE RAISE. 


“Mr. Burleson's operating commit- 
tee, consisting of % Western Union 
man, two Bell Telephone men, and 
one independent telephone man,” 
the witness declared, has within the 
last few days tried to get the Postal 
company to agree to increase tele- 
graph rates and the Postal com- 
pany has refused. If the govern- 
ment will turn back at once the Pos- 
tal Telegraph lines, we will continue 
to carry on the telegraph business at 
present rates.” 
The witness accused the Postmas- 
ter-General, Theodore N. Vail and 
Newcomb Caritun, president of the 
Western, Union company, of seeing 
“to consolidate all telegraph, téle- 
phone and possibly cable lines into 
one huge monopoly,” and said there 
is no good reason why all the lines 
should not be turned back at once 
and the loss now sustained by the 
government in their operation 
stopped. 
“The idea that a great consolida- 
tion and the wiping out of compe- 
tition and the grant of subsidies for 
new cables will confer great bene- 
fits upon the American public, is put 
forward to deceive. Such a com- 
bination would impose a hardshif’ 
upon the public without giving it a 
single advantage.” 

EXPLAINS DISCHARGE. 
Reynolds said Postmastér-Genera] 


Burleson had discharged him as a 
postal official because he sought to 
prevent Burleson's plan for consoli- 
dation of wire companies. He also 
declared his company refused to ac- 
cept the compensation award of 
$1,680,000 made by the Postmaster- 
General because the company earned 
$4,269,000 in the calendar year 1917. 
Chairman Moon of the committee 
asked if the Postal company had not 
filed a sworn statement with the 
LC.C. that its property was valued at 
$6,447,000, but Reynolds answered 
that this was not the iictual value 
of the property, but the equity stock 
value reported by the thirty-nine 
companies composing the Postal. In 


reply to further questioning by Mr. 


Moon, it was stated that Mr. Burie- 
son fixed the company’s property 
value at $28,000,000 for compensa-, 
tion purposes

“complete independence of the Irish 
republic against the arrogant pre- 
tensions of England, founded in 
fraud and sustained only by an over- 
whelming military occupation.” 

The meeting lasted only ninety! 
minutes. The address to the free 


nations began: 

“The nation of Ireland, having her 
national independence, calls through 
her elected representatives, in Par- 
la ment assembled, upon every free 
nation to support the Irish repub- 
lic by recognizing Ireland's national 
status and her right to vindication at 
the Peace Conference.” 

It declared that Ireland was rad- 

ically distinct from England in race, 
language, customs and traditions. 
Ireland, it sald, was one of the most 
ancient nations of Europe. She had 
preserved her national integrity and 
vigor intact through seren cen- 
turtes of foreign oppr in and 
had never relmadutshed her national 
rights, which she had defiantly pro- 
claimed every generation through- 
out the era of English usurp n 
“down to her last glorious resort to 
arms in 1916.“ 
About half the Sinn Feiners elect- 
ed to the British Parliament par- 
ticipated, the other half being in 
various English prisons charged with 
sedition or held on suspicion. The 
Sinn Feiners met under the shadow 
of Dublin Castle, where presides 
Field Marshal Viscount French, the 
first Viceroy in many years to give 
Ireland a purely military govern- 
ment. They met with his tacit con- 
sent te take measures which are 
purely seditious and in direct viola- 
tion of explicit law. 

OCCUPY MANSION HOUSE. 
This is one paradox. Another is 
that these Sinn Feiners, elected by 
about half of the voters in Ireland 
on a platform of independence from 
the British empire, were chosen 
members of the British Parliament, 
but specifically refused to 
that body.

LAWYERS GIVEN 
COURT FLAYING. 


Aided Chinese in White Slave 
Case, Says Justice. 


Embezzlement Charge Against 
Woman Dismissed. 


Perjury Declared Committed 
to Regain Girl. 


Asserting that the bringing of a 
charge of embezzlement against 
Mrs. Ng Hop Lung, « Chinese 
widow, and her daughter Esther. 
Was part of a “most damnable at- 
tempt to use the courts and the Bus- 
trict Attorney's office to perpetrate 


Palmer yesterday dismissed the 


case. 

The court declared that undoubt- 
edly perjury was committed in an 
attempt to obtain possession of the 
girl, Esther, Chinese bride of Soo 
Hoo Bing. Following the dismissal, 
Deputy District Attorney Hill was in- 
structed by Asst. Dist.-Atty, Cryer to 
investigate the entire alleged plot. 
It is understood that the grand jury 
will be asked to bring all witnesses 
in the case and several attorneys be- 
fore that hody. 

Although Mrs. Hop Lung was not 
in court, Justice Palmer went ahead 
with the case, saying that he felt, 
anyway, that there was no other con- 
clusion than that the charges 
brought against he woman and her 
daughter was a “frame-up.” The 
case against the daughter had been 
previously dismissed. 

In dismissing the case, the court 
said he considered it an effort to en- 
force white slavery. This was evi- 
dent, the court said, as from the 
time the case first came up, attor- 
nevs appearing for the prosecuting 
witness claimed to represent the de- 
fendants. It was on that ground 
he demanded a dismissal of the case 
against the daughter and refused to 
certify her to the Juvenile Court. 
“To anyone with any experience 
in book-keeping it is evident that 
the evidence of Peter Soo Hoo was 
absolutely false and manufactured 
for the purpose of perpetrating this 
crime against the defendants,” said 
the court. “It is impossible to be- 
lieve that a concern whoee books 
showed average sales of $4.50 a day 
could have stock on hand to sell 
$200 in a day to one man. The cir- 
cumstances surrounding the alleged 
giving of $200 to the woman do not 
seem reasonable.

There was no apparent reason why 
he should go away, they said.

Threats to Tell Immigration

Some inside history of the smus- 
gling of Japanese aliens into the Im- 
perial Valley was told yesterday in 
United States District Judge Biled- 
does court in the trial of H. N.
